The Field Wherein Lincoln's Murderer Met His 
Death—The Story of the Conspiracy, and th; 
Dreadful Tragedy by Which it Was 
Followed—The Assaasin’s Flight.

“I bress de Lord I's gwine to die, 
Keep me from falling down ; 
I'se gwine to judgment by an’ by, 
Keep me from falling down.”’ 

So sang an old negro as he trudged along on the 
lonely road leadiug from Bowling Green, the coun- 
ty town of Caroline county, Virginia, to Port Royal 
on the Rappahannock river. Bowling Green is a 
desolate old place about two miles from Milford 
Station on the railroad leading from Washington to 

Richmond, and were it not that the county court 

house is located there it would hardly have 
@ place upon the maps. lort Koyal is an ancient 
town which seems to have gone to sleep in the 
midst of plenty upon the banks of the beautiful 
stream which drains central Virginia, east of the 
Blue Kidge, and nourishes the fertile low lands of 
the Kappahaunock valley. Port Royal is eighteen 
miles from the county town and about twenty-three 
miles from Fredericksburg, that historic spot where 
one of the greatest battles of the rebellion was 
fought early in December, 1562. Aboutsixty frame 
houses, all brown with age and rusty with decay, 
make up the town, The country immediately 
around it is rich and beautiful, and though the 
people did not suffer greatly by the war, it wears 
that air of sleepy desolation which ever follows 
in the wake ofarmed conflict. Port Conway is on 
the opposite side of the river, and a primitive ferry 
boat run by man power keeps up the communica- 
tion betwecn these two moribund towns. Steam- 
boats twice or thrice a week,on their way from Bal- 
timore to Fredericksburg, touch at Port Royal, and 
a rickety stage runs over from Milford in the morn- 
ing and returns when it can. Thus this section of 
Virginia hears from the outside world, 
but the outside world hears from it 
by no means as often. I am thus particular 
about Bowling Green and Port Royal because beth 
play an important partin the great tragedy of which 
lam going to write. It was not far from Port Royal 
that the last scene was enacted. 

One bleak cold day of last week, a day resembling 
that upon whieh the great battle of Fredericksburg

the year, [I drove the 
Is62 trembled with the tramp of armies, until I 
reached Port Royaiinu time for dinner, This wel- 
come meal after the cold drive was procured in a 
house on the only street in the town, the habitation 
of a citizen named Allan Bowie. Bowie is a typical 
Virginian, and he gave ine atypical southern meal, 
Which would have been far more enjoyable had 
the roaring wood fire which burned in the sitting 
room been brought into the dining room with the 
dinner. About2 o'clock Emanuel Thornton, the 
trusty colored man who handled the team, turned 
the horses’ heads in the direction of Bowling Green. 
He had driven about three miles when we overtook 
the old colored man singing his plaiative melody, 
above quoted. 

“Uneie, where is the Garrett farm’’’ I asked 

“Over on yau hill,’’ replied he, pointing toa 
house some quarter of a mite ahead and standing 
back from the road in a clump of trecs some 30v 
vards from the highway. 

‘Is you gwine up dar to see Master Jack Garrett” 
*Case if you isI was gwine to tell you dat he isn’t 
dar. He libs down de ribber ‘bout seven miles 
ebber since de ole man Garrett died. Dat was nigh 

into fo’ year ago.”’ 

Three minutes after the old darkey had thus 
spoken my driver pulled his horses sharply to the 
rightand passed between the posts upon which 
once hung a gate and up the old farm road toward 
the house, two hundred yards from 
the main road, and a short turn to 
the left, brought me directly in front 
of the Garrett homestead, and a driveof a hun- 
dred yards more, between two rows of leafless 
apple trees, to the gate of this historic place. 
The dwelling set back a few yards from the gate 
and a narrow path led up to the broad porch 
Which ran along the entire front of the old building 
Whose every timber from cellar to garret is insepara- 
bly linked with the history of the first assassination 
aud greatest crime ever conimitted in this country. 

After taking a glance at the old place and its sur- 
roundings I stepped across the broad porch and 
knocked atthe door. It was opened by a pleasant 
looking, rosy cheeked country girl dressed in a neat 
calico frock. 

“Isthis the Garrett farm, where John Wiikes 

jooth Was killed” 

“Yea, si Wou't you walkin?’ She led the way 
intoa room on the left of the door where a roaring 
fire blazed in the spacious fire place. 

She asked me toa seat before the inviting fire and 
took one herseif near by. Her manner wus easy 
and graceful, but she locked atme for a moment in 
fAhalf auizzicai way, as if woudering what had 
brought me bere, and why Il had been so particular 
to inquire if this was the place where John Wilkes 
Beoth had been killed. After a few moments oi 
general talk, lsaid that I had come to visit the 
place where Booth was killed, and to write some- 
thing of the story of his sojourn in this old house 
and of his death here. :

‘Yi shall be glad to tell you 
sht said pleasantly, “but lwas a little girl then,

rude pair of wooden crutches, He talked very litle 
end I remember distinctly that he impressed me as 
being constently sad, Hespent much of his time 
out in the front vard under the trees—-you know he 
Was here less than two days—but we children were 
about himand with him nearly all the time. Of 
course we were full of rompand frolic, and some- 
times he would attempt to be cheerful and encour 
age us in vwur play. My little baby sister, then 
about four years old, he took a great faney to and 
used to pet hera great deal, but the rest of us he 
paid little attention to, and when we would make 
a noise he would seem disturbed and say, ‘Please 
keep quict.’ | remember oue very iuterestiug in- 
cident that occurred when he was here.”

“I suppose," said I, turning to the’ sister, “‘that 
you donet remember muchot the occurrences of 
those two days?”’ 

“O, yes, [remember a great deal. I remember 
that while we were at dinner the last day Booth was 
here, brother Jack came in with the paper contain- 
ing the news of President Lincoln's assassination. 
As soon as he had opened the door he said; 

“*The president has been murdered, and there 
has been $100,000 reward offered for the capture of 
the assassin.’’’ 

Brother Will, who sat next to Booth, said: ‘How 
I wish he would come this way and I could catch 
him,”’’ . 

‘Booth turned quiokly upon my _ brother and 
said: ‘Would you betray hiin for $100,000 if you 
knew him?’ Brother Will made some light reply, 
and Booth turned away and tinished his dinner in 
silence.’’ ; 

“Did he ever speak of the assassination of the 
president?’’ 

“tHe referred to it only once, and never until 
brother Jack had brought the news. Then he said 
that he had heard of the assassination of the presi- 
dent the forenoon before he came to our house, but 
that he did not believe it.’’ 

“Did he séem disturbed or uneasy at any time 
during his stay ?’’ 

“In the afternoon of the second day Haroldjcame 
to our house. and Booth seemed to be very much 
disturbed by his arrival, and took him out to the 
left of the house near the fenee, where they hada 
long conversation. He then came back to the 
porch and was stantling there in his shirt sleeves 
when the soldiers, who afterward arrested him, 
passed down the road toward Bowling Green. He 
then seemed very much worried. I[ was standing 
on the porch near my father, who said to him: 

Have you 
been doing anything that makes you afraid 
of the soldiers’ If you have you will have 
to find some other place tw stay than 
here.’ 

‘Oh, no,’ replied Booth. ‘I did getinto a little 
difficulty overin Maryland and one man, I believe, 
wus killed, butit was nothing with which the sol- 
diers could possibly have anything to do.’

Within a hundred fect of the burn stand the corn 
cribs, tilled to-day with the gathered yrain as they 
were that imemorable night in April, 1865, when 
sparks from the burning barn causzht here and there 
in the dried culiing shingles of their roofs. and the 
light from the blazing structure painted cach sepa- 
rate nubbin and ear with its red giare and m.de 
euch crib look as though 2 lost eyes Were 
jooking out upon the tragic scene. Behind the 
corn cribs an old cattle shed stands as it did then, 
fast crumbling into decay, and nearer still to the 
house isan oid barn which sceims remaiil up- 
right with effort.

it Was Ulrough the atretch of country which fades 
in the distance beyond the Rappahannock, and 
still further beyond the Potomac that Booth made 
his perilous journey to the point where he met his 
death. Down through the sterile and desolate 
lands of iower Maryland, and throuzh its tangied 
swamps he wandered, with Harold as bis compan- 
ion, untilthe friendly Potomac bore them across 
into hing George's County, Virginia, which makes 
the neck of land betweeu the Potumac 
and kappahannock rivers, A night's journey 
broaght tnein to the point ou the latter stream 
that can just be distinguished from the porch upon 
which Booth died, _The crossing to Purt Royal was 
nota difficult task, for Captain Jett and the other 
friendly Goufederate soldiers who joined the flceiag 
criminais here ient a helping hand. Booth’s last 
earthly journey, from Port Royal to the Garrett 
farm aioug the Bowling Green road, was easily ac- 
coinplished, and I oe imagine standing upon’ 
the same spot where he grew restless at the sight of 
the soldiers, that his eye frequently glanced off in 
the direction whence he came through the broad 
streteh of cotintry blighted by the degradation of

from the civilization of Washington where money 
and social position were his and from which he 
was now an outlaw. 

While I was looking over the farm recalling the 
scenes which have marked this place indelibly upon 
the pages of American history, the two. young la- 
dies siood upon the porch,and when I returned, 
expressed a regret that some other member of the 
family who was older at the time of the tragedy 
Was not present to give me more details in relation 
to the subject which had induced my visit. 

‘Brother Jack lives seven miles down the river,’’ 
said Miss Lillie I. Garrett, whose story I have given 
above. ‘‘Brother Will and sister Kate live about 
four miles from here, near Miller’s mili. If yeu 
would see them they would remember details 
which I, of course, have forgotten. If vou care to 
go over there, you will take the road just at the end 
of the first wheat field going toward Port Royal. 

With many thanks for the courtesy with which 
these young ladies had treated my search for infor- 
maiion, I took my leave and in five minutes had 
again turned off the main road, and was on my 
way to see the brother and sister who had 
played a more important part at the death 
of Booth than those Ihad just left. Less than 
an hour after I had left the scenes I have <lescribed 
I was séated before a wood fire talking to Mr. Wil- 
liam-Garrett and Mi-s Kate Garrett whom Miss Lil- 
lie, the mistress of the home farm, has introduced. 

“I have been over to visit your old home anit 
gather some points about the death of Booth, and I 
have come to visit you for the same purpose. '' 

‘Those were serious times, indeed,’’ Mr. Garrett 
replied, “‘andit has always been a wonder to me 
that the real facts about his sojourn at our house 
have never yet been truthfully told, Iwas Booth’s 
coustant companion nearly all the time he was at 
ourhome. Between two and three o'clock in the 
afternoon of the 18th of April Captain Jett brought 
Booth toour place. He told father that Booth was 
a Wounded confederate soldier; that he had sur- 
rendered with Lee's army, and that he had gone 
to his home in Maryland where they had demanded 
that he take the oath of alleyiance: that he 
would not dothis, and he was now muking his way 
back to join Joe Johnston's armyin North Carolina. 
Father suid that he would of course do what he 
could for him, and he took himin. I came home 
shortly afterward, and was with Booth almost con- 
stan:ly until he was shot.’’ 

“What was the general tenor of his conversa- 
ti@n?’’ 

“Whatever he had to say was about the war. He 
never alluded to the assassination of the president. 
He reiterated the story that Captain Jett had told 
my father, and he also said he had been engaged in 
the riots in Baltimore when the Massachusetts troops 
were fired upon. Although he talked so much of 
the war I could not ascertain what regiment he 
belonged to. Ihad been a confederate and had 
a confederate uniforn which he wanted and I 
agreed to exchange with him. 

“lam going back into the army and need your 
uniform, and you are going to bea citizen and peed 
my citizen’s clothes, he afgued.’ 

“My!” said Mr. Garrett, with a shudder, ‘‘whata 
narrow escape [ had. Suppose Booth had been 
captured with my uniform on and I had been found 
in possession ot his clothes!’’ 

‘Was he well dressed?’ 

‘Not particularly. He had ona very good suit of 
clothes for those times, and I thonght I was making 
agent bargain by trading my old confederate uni- 
form for them,” 

‘Was there nothing in his manner which led you 
to suspect that he was not what he represented 
himself to be?” 

“Nothing whatever.

‘He claimed to be, and he said he would shoot 
five balls in succession through a kKnot-hole in the 
gate some twoinches in diameter.

I conldn’t tind 
whereany of the balls had struck, and Booth said 
he had put ali tive through the knot-hole. When 
we Came to examine the pistol, however, to re-load 
it, we found all tive of the balls stillin the pistol, 
the powder having exploded without driving out 
the bullets.

“Were you the one who brought the paperin an 
nouncing Lincoln's assassination?” 

‘*No, sir, that was my brother Jack. We were all 
at diner When that occurred. Brother Jack sai 
that the president had been shotand thai one hun- 
dred thousand dollars reward had been offered for 
the apprehension of his murderer. I satd, ‘Gnri- 
cious! don't ! wish he would come this way and I 
could capture him.” Booth turned upon me and 
suid with creat eurnestiess: 

**Would you betray him 
eould?’ "’ 

‘**l would indeed,’ I replied, ‘$100,000 is a great 
lot of money.’ ”’ 

‘Booth turned away, and became thoughtful, 
and had very little tu say after that. Some time 
after Harold came from bowlibe Green and they 
went away to the Woods together. Before they re 
turned father.tiad determined that they could not 
remain in the house over night. I : 
conviieed that they were some kind of suspicious 
characters. Weimagived that they were members 
of Mosby’s gang and might stenlour horses. When 


ne told them they could ne 
asked if they conld not gounder the house. 
said that would not do, as the dogs would get 
them. 

‘Let us go outinto one of the ont buildings,’ 
said Booth. Father 
they went out into the barn, whicn 
one side with corn blade fodder, and on the 
side with farming utensils anda of 
belonging to refugees from Port Royal. 
gotin the barn I went and locked the door 
padlock on the outside 
not out without uking 
noise. When I returned to 
{ was notexactly satisfied with that precaution and 
said to brother Jack that we would take our pistols 
and goand sleep in the corn crib near tHe barn, 
that we might more readily prevent any attempt 
on their part to steal the horses. bout 2 o'clock 
in the morning we were awakened by a commo- 
tion atthe house, and Jack and [ both ran 
fast as possivle and found father in his 
clothes in the eustody of the soldiers. 
threatening to killbim if he did not reveal the 
whereabouts of the twomen. When brother Jack 
came up he said to the soldiers: 

‘i willshow you where the men are,’ and the 
officers released fatber and took 
custody. 

“*PThe men areinthe barn’ said Jack, and the 
officers ordéred him to lead the way there. <A mo- 
ment later the soldiers had surrounded it and Jack 
and I were put under arrest, One of the detectives 
demanded of Buoth that. he surrender, and then 
unlocked the door and pushed brother Jack in 
with the demand that he go and tell them to come 
out and give themselves up. My brother ap- 
proached the point where Booth wus lying on the 
corn biades and said: 

‘**The soldiers are here after you and they want 
youto surrender. If you don’t come out they 
threaten to burn the barn and destroy all our 
property.’ 

“Get out of here, young man, whispered Booth 
desperately, ‘or I'll take your life. You have be- 
truved me,’ ”’ 

‘Brother Jack tried to argue with him as to the 
uselessness Of resistance and appealed to Booth 
to prevent the destruction of our property. Booth 
became very Violent, and my brother came out and 
repeated to the officer that Booth'’s only reply had 
been a threat to kill him. The officer 
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from the barn and set a light directly 
infronteofus. Two 
with instructions that the first time Booth fired 
upon any of the party that they should immediate- 
ly shoot us. Bouth, who had been watching the 


operation through a crack in the barn, and heard 


the order of the otlicer for our execution, shouted |

Iie had only advanced astep or 
two when the crack of a carbine was heard, and 
Booth fell mortally wounded, shot through the 
neek by one of the soldiers who had been sent to 
capture him. 

‘Lieutenant Baker and myself were the first to 
reach him after he fell and to carry him from the 
burning building. Both of us then thought that 
he had shot himself, and I am not yet convinced 
thathe did not. He attempted several times to 
speak, but his words were incoherent, and 
as soon as possible we bore him 
to the house and laid him upon the 
porch and did nigger possible to ease his dying 
moments. The story of the death scene is the 
same as that of thousands of other men who died 
in the wif from gun-shot wounds. He suffered a 
great deal. After his death he was sewed ina 
blanket, and they got Ned Freeman, an old col 
ored man, to draw the body to Port Royal 
in his rickety old wagon. Brother Jack and my- 
self were taken to Washington and kept in prison 
thirty-one days. We were never called to testify, 
although our written statements were 
Colone Baker, the chief detective. I have 
always thought we were not called as wit- 
nesses by Baker for fear the authorities 
us some po.tion of the reward 
offerell for the capture of Booth. This is how it 
was that our story has never before been told.”’

The first assassin 
was Inspired by the example of Brutus, whose 
memory he woishipped, and whov:e spirit he in- 
voked when he directed the fatal bullet, and again 
when he met his death. It wasthe heroism of 
vanity; yet more easy to excuse than cringing 
cowardice. 

Itis easy to picture Booth in the burning barn. 
He had determined never to surrender; and when 
the biazing fodder suddenly lit up his hiding place, 
scaring the sleeping swallows from their nests 
amotg the rafters, and bringing each fnidividual 
beam, girderand shingle into bold relief, it only 
increased his purpose to die game. There was no 
evidence of fear eitherin word oract. He stood in 
the®enter of the barn framed by a sheet of tire, 
erect and fearless, supported by his crutches, while 
he vainly endeavored toget a sight at his pursuers 
that he might self his life as dear as possible. The 
lurid glare of the leaping flames which made him 
visible to them, drew an impenetrable veil between 
his enemies and him. When the tire drew so close 
about him thathe saw that he must either die by 
the flames or the sword, he tarew down his carbine, 
and witha pistolin hand started forthe door. He 
had made his choice: it was that he would die iu 
the fight rather than the fire.

A DAY OF DISASTER. 


A FEARFUL THEATRICAL TRAGEDY 
IN VIENNA. 


Over Seven Hundred Persons Ascertained to Have 
Been Burned—The Origin and Progress of the 
Fire—Fatal Railway Collision in England 
—~A Human Roast in Pennsy!vania. 


VIENNA, December 10.—The evening researches 
show that the upper gallery must have fallen into 
the pit, where the only remains found are small 
fragments of bone. Beyond doubt 900 gallery 
tickets had been issned and 100 holders of these 
ares knowu to have jumped from the windows. 
Competent judges fearthat the loss of life will be 
found to be fully 700. Nothing has been heard oi 
the members of the orchestra. 

The morning audience at the theatre was larger 
than usual, owing to the fact that the day was # 
holiday. The cast consisted of actors Ferenezzy, 
Lindorf, Wilk, Rudolph and Leindau, and actresses 
Stahl, Fisher and Ionia. There were about 
200 persons on the stage and in the ad- 
joining dressing-room at the time of the 
outbreak of the fire. The ballet corps were mostly 
only half dressed. n the extinction of the lights 
all rushed for the stage door, and many were 
knocked down and trampled upon, but most of 
them reached the street without serious injury. The 
galleries were crowded and the pit fairly filled, but 
owing to the earliness of the hour, there were only 
a few persons @@ the stalls and boxes. In the panic 
the persous responsible for the safety of the theater 
neglected to use the means for telegraphing to the

The aun-lience were consequently 
wildly with darkness 
for micays of exit. The life-saving 
brigade then arrived with ladders, torches 
and jumping sueets. The persons saved with the 
aid of the sheets, jumped iicm the windows by the 
dozen at utime, Inau hourund analf the whole 
building wes a roaring furnave. The persons whose 
bodies were tirst recovered seemed to have died 
mostly frei suffocation, but the other 
bodies present a shocking  speetacle. Many 
have their heads and feet burned off At o'clock 
the fire was still burning, and it was not expected 
that it would be extinguished for sometime. Up to 
” o'clock one hundred and fifty charred corpses 
had been conveyed to the hospitals, the loss of life 
being estimated at from two hundred to three hun- 
dred. 

The funeral of the victims is fixed for Sunday. 

The imperial family have contributed largely to 
the relief fund. The managersof the theaters have 
announced special performances for the benefit of 
the sufferers. The numberof persons actually re- 
ported to be missing is 609. 

In regard tothe origin of the fire the superin- 
tendent of machinery states thatthe scenery be- 
came ignited as the lamps were lit by an electric 
current. 

All tne performers except three of the chorus 
were saved. 

Baron Rothschild has subscribed 10,000 florens to 
the relief fund. 

Among the missing are three professors and a 
member of parllament. 

Additional details of the Vienna fire has been re- 
ceived as follows: Un the arrival of the fire brigade 
it wus found impossible to penetrate beyond the 
first tier of the theater, the rush of suffocat- 
ing smoke wine air entinguishing 
lamps and torches. The firemen re- 
tired under a& momentary§ impression. that 
because their shouts were not answered 
there were no more people in the theater. Those 
who escaped on the first alarm, however, jsoon un- 
deceived them, Another effort was made to pene- 
trate the parts of the theater which were not actu- 
ally blazing, In the narrow passage between the 
Sct ond ane third cy alle Lies, ik inass of Corpses 
Ws discovered, : interlocked that it Was 
hardly possible to part them.

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A Pennaylvania Casualty 

PirrspurGg, December 10.—Horrors in Pittsburg 
follow close upon the heels of each other. Last 
terrible explosion occurred at the Key- 
miils, 14th ward, but this morning 
comes another which exceeds in horror anything 
which has occurred in this vicinity since the terri- 
ble destruction of life caused by the collision at 
28th street. Between two and three o'clock this 
morning a frame  boarding-house, located on 
theline of the Pittsburg and Lake Erie railroad, 
some seven miles below the city, was set on fire by 
the explosion of a lamp. and of fifty persons known 
sleeping there, only twénty-four escaped 
alive. All were more or less burned, so rapid was 
the progress of the flames. Some were roasted to 
death, without the possibility of effort being made 
to rescue them, 

The building in whieh the fire occurred was lo- 
cated about seven miles from this city ata place 
called Cut Rock, and was owned by Martia Joyce, 
contractor, but was under the management of Mr. 
Kown, asa boarding house keeper. It was about 
thirty feet wide and fifty long, and constructed of 
sixteen feet boards placed on end. It hada board 
roof, with yery steep pitch, and the 
loft formed by sloping roof 
was the place in the laborers 
were huddled for the night. In the lower story 
wus the dining room, andat one end of the build- 
ing wasthekitchen. The stairs leading to the loft 
were located just by the side of the door 
leading from the dining room to the kitchen. 
In the loit bunks were arranged, but 
the only light which penetrated were 
two openings, without glass, and which were 
closed at night with sliding doors, so as to keep out 
the chill night air. In this dark loft some forty- 
three mea were supposed to have slept last night. 
At least that number were at supper last evening 
and none were known to be awsy when 
the hour. for retiring came. The origin of 
the fire was the upsetting and explosion of a kero- 
sene oillamp. The story, as told by an eye-witness 
of the fire, Was substantially as follows: 

Between 2 and 3 o'clock this morning Mr. Kown’'s 
boarding house keeper arose and kindled 
a tire in the kitchen stove. Hie 
left the lighted lamp on the table 
near the door leading to the dining-room, and went 
to arouse his wife and servant girls. While he was 
vone the explosion oceurred, and in an instant the 
dining-room was filled with flames. Kownsucceed- 
ed in escaping with his wife and girls, but could 
not do more than call upon those up stairs to es- 
cape fer their lives. In another moment the 
flames had enveloped the stairway 
and thus cutting off all means of eseape for the 
doomed men above except through the sinall open- 
ing at either end, and from those sliding doors had 
to be removed. The loft was filled with straw and 
combustible material, used in bedding, and it was 
only those who were nearest to the opening who 
eould make their escape. Forms in semi-nude 
condition, could be seen struggling in the stifling 
smoke. Twenty-three of the occupants of the loft 
succeeded in syueezing through the openings, some 
with their clothes on fire; others rushed frantically 
about the room until the smoke suffocated them 
and their voices were stifled in death. The sur- 
vivors groaned and writhed in pain and shivered 
in the frosty air of the early morning as they were 
borne off. As soon as posssible word was sent to 
the other boarding houses along the line of work 
and physicians were summoned from their neigh- 
borhood and city. Special engines were sent down 
the Pittsburg and Lake Erie road, but in the 
meanwhile the shivering victims were pro- 
vided with such clothing as could 
be obtained. The seriously injured were 
brought to the depot on the south side, and thence 
removed to the west Pennsylvania hospital, while 
those who were less seriously burned weré removed

nue. The scenes this morning at the site of the ill 
fated building were of a sickening character. In 
a heap.in one corner of the ruins were the charred 
retaains of six men who had evidently succumbed 
to the fiery element, while endeavoring to escape 
through the opening in the roof. 

After the excitement had subsided, a list of those 
known to have been sleeping in the building last 
night was made out, and it was found that ten men 
had perished in the flames. Three others will die, 
and eight are badly burned.

Is and Around the Capitol. 

WASHINGTON, December 9.—{Special Correspon- 
dence.}|—No session in either hall to-day or to-mor- 
row. Many senators and representatives in easy 
reach of home have gone there, but the crowds 
seem to be very little diminished. In fact the bulk 
of the thousands who visit Washington is made up 
of two classes. One is composed of pleasure-seekers 
chasing im these gay scenes the objects of their 
hearts’ desire. The other is made up of office 
hunters, restless, weary, tormented with fear, or 
tantalized with flickering hope. 

The contrast between the twois sharp. The one 
apparently again iu paradise where the fruits of joy 
blushin ripe beauty all around them—and the 
other outside the gates on the stony path enduring 
the curse and trying to earn bread or fame by “‘the 
sweat of their jaw.”’ 

These two classes have not abandoned us on ac- 
co int of the few hours rest congress is taking. They 
are here to-night at the theaters, in the glittering 
ball rooin, ou the bright, crowded streets, in the 
busy hotel lobbies, or in those secretand mysterious 
conuciayes Where the wily politician fancies that he 
has acytiired Arehimedess longed for standing- 
place, aud with the lever of his influence is quite 
ready to move the world, 

Since I wrote yesterday, there havé come from re- 
liable sources reports indicating that General Long- 
street is surely goinyginto tiie cabinet as Secretary 
Hunt's successor. hunutis supposed not to be anx- 
ious to vo, but under the circumstances must. He 
has not been exactly asked to go but his resigna- 
tion will be accepted without much reluctance. The 
new cabinet would not have been congenial to him. 

Lineoln will be in his element among the stal- 
warts, and Father Kirkwood is one of those practi- 
cal politicians who cares a little more for number 
one than for either faction of his party. 

Commenton Longstreet’s proposed appointment 
is favorable. His ability is recognized by all. A 
real navy is urged by the president, clamored for 
by the press, and congress will do something toward 
its establishment. A man of General Longstreet’s 
capacity and experience is needed in this depart- 
ment. Another reason why he is wanted is fe 
strengthen the administration’s operations in the 
south. The patronage of the position is great. The 
recognition of the south by the appointment would 
give the administration a new hold and would as- 
sure ambitious and wavering men that there are, 
even in a stalwart administration, chances for pre- 
ferment in the land so long prescribed. Altogether, 
there could not be a better appointment for repub- 
lican interests. 

The only unpleasant cousequence of it would be 
to renew the trouble over the Georgia marshalship. 
Perhaps there was never an office over which more 
anit, ta was had and in which the oceupant 
rested in such imperfect — It has literally 
bristied with torments. And yet if General Long- 
street should step up toacabinet chair to-morrow 
how many good men there would be ready Ww en- 
dure those torments for the sake of their country. 
it is understood that the transfer of the naval port- 
fulio will not be made very soon. 

As the south is now the nation’s political enigma 
much speculation is going on as to the progress of 
‘‘the new idea’’ in that section. The new ides is 
the readjuster party iu Virginia. In Tennessee it 
is the disaffected democrats who quarreled enough 
to give the state to the republicans last year. In 
Mississippi it is the recent coalition which seemed 
to have no platform but a plan to get office, if pos- 
sible. In short, the new idea varies according to 
location, climate and several other conditions. It 
is simply anything to beat the old idea of democra- 
cy. Seeking in Georgia forit I suppose they will 
conclude that They have found it in the party which 
is to work wonders in the next gubernatorial cam- 
paign, no matter who is nominated or what plat- 
form is framed. One enterprising northern jour- 
nal has studied this subject rr aud with re- 
markable suceess, It has reduced the result to the 
exactness of mathematics.

GENERAL EXPLAINS WHY 
BE DONE, 

The following letter from Director-General Kkim- 
ball, while conveying regretful information, is sat- 
isfactory on the point; 

OFFICE OF THE DirecTOR GENERAL, ATLANTA, GA,, 
December 10, 1881.—Editors of the Constitution— 
Gentiemen: I notice an editorial in your paper ef 
this morning in reference to opening the exposition 
at night. The deep interest which THE ConstTITU- 
TION has taken in the exposition entities any sug- 
gestion from that quarter to the highest considera- 
tion. Permit me, therefore, to say that the matter 
of lighting the buildings and grounds and 
opening them to the: public at least two 
evenings in a week has been one that has received 
the most careful and earnest attention of the man- 
agement, and while we have nodoubtthatit would 
be of interest to the merchants and manfacturers of 
the city, the public should bear in mind that the 
management have to study as well the interest, 
convenience and wishes of the two thousand exhib- 
itors Who have made the exposition whatitis. The 
attendants upon the exhibits who com- 
mence at eight in the morning and 
are constant in their attendance upon visitors 
until five in the evening are taxed to their utmost 
capacity.

There are still a large 
number of both classes who have not sub- 
scribed to the capital stock, nor apparently 
taken any interest im an enterprise which 
has. resulted a8 benelicially to them 
and from which sogreat results are to be expected 
in the future. Therefore, 1 confidently rely upon 
the merchants and manufacturers purchasing at 
least five thousand of these tickets for free distri- 
bution during the Christmas holidays. Tickets to 
be obtained in the city at J. F. Cummings & Co., 
on the grounds from the department of admission 
The exposition will not be open night and will pos- 
itively close on the 3)st of this month.

WOOD'S COTTON CLEANER. 

The complaint of spinners and factors against the 
dirt and trash in cotton has at last been heard, and 
inventive genius has been active in devising ma- 
chinery to clean the cotton before it is ginned and 
packed. Quite a number of cleaners have been in- 
vented and tried. and partially successful. but there 
yet remained defects which impaired the value of 
the cleaner, until Mr. A. A. Wood, an accomplished 
mechanic and scientist of this state, set about con- 
structing one, Which has proved to be a success in 
every particular, and will supply a want long felt 
by all cotton ginners.

A system of orifices in the jacket 
affords an exhaust for the loosened dirt, and the 
blast from the motion of the cylinder blows it 
through. A pipe carnesthe dirt away, and the 
cotton is thrown directly into the gin, freed from all 
trash and enhanced in value at least 10 per cent. 
The cotton is fed into the cleaner by an ordinary 
feeder, and being placed upon the gin it empties 
the clean cotton into the ein. This featureisa 
long waysin advance of the old-fashioned beater, 
which, after beating the cotton, throws it upon the 
floor, where it has to be rehandied again 
to feed it tothe gin. In fact this machine becomes 
&@ part of the ginning process, and entails no more

Municipal Government.

THE ATLANTA ‘CONSTITUTION expresses double- 
leaded surprise—which is astonishment of a high 
quality for so evenly balanced a journal—that the 
people of that city will deliberately permit less than 
one-fifth of their number to say who and of what 
character the men shall be who are to govern them 
for the next two years. Less than one-fifth of the 
voting population, it seems, took the trouble to 
register as a condition precedent to voting. The 
stay-at-home quality of Atlanta’s voters is uot pe- 


culiar tothem. Itis found everywhere, and toa 
large extent it is the cause of the corruption 
that is found in so many city govern- 
ments. But it is doubtful if more voting 


either at primaries or at the polls would preserve 
our cities from the evils that afflict them. One of 
the most perplexing problems before the American 
people is that of how to secure wholesome munici- 
pal government. Corruption bears sway in cities 
where nearly everybody votes. As ageneral thing 
the men who are elected to city offices are honest 
when elected. They have been regarded as honest 
by their fellow citizens. They weuld be trusted 
and are trusted in private matters the same as all 
Other citizens. The trouble begins after they get 
into office. The secret to be discovered is, not how 
to find men.of honest repute to be elected to city 
otfices, but how to discover the cause of theiracting 
dishonestly after they are elected, Bad city gov- 
crninent manifesis itself in more than one way. It 
may be tinancially or morally bad. The treasury 
may be robbed or the city may be allowed to suffer 
from the eriminal classes. All sorts of experiments 
have been resorted to for the eorrection of these 
evils. yet the bad condition of affairs goeson. In 
Philadelphia just now shamefulexposuresare made 
in the financial department of the city. Systematic 
robbery of the tax-payers has been carried on for 
neariy ten vears, The pewspapeurs have told the 
people about this stealing, but it has been left for 
al ex-convict to expose the thieves. After the 
experience of New York with the Tweed ring it 
seems incredible that any other city could be 
“chp as the metropolis was. Exposure scems to 
ve useless as a prevention to corruption, Hundreds 
of municipal officers have been sent to prison only 
to have their places filled by others who ought to 
be in prison instead of in office. An effort was 
made a few years ago in this state to devisea scheme 
for municipal government that would be effectual 
against corruption and wasteful extravagance. The 
report of the commission that had the matter in 
charge was réjected by the legislature because it 
proposed a modified suffrage. This left the matter 
where it is to-day, so far as this state is concerned, 


and the problem is still before the statesmen of the 
period.

On Tuesday last the grand jury of Fuiton county |

considered the matters arising out of the failure of 
the Citizens’ bank of this city, and about which 
failure and its subsequent details up to the present 
time the feaders of THE CONSTITUTION 
have been kept fully informed, 
was generally suspected that the grand jury would 
frame an indictment for embezzlement against Mr. 
W. H. Patterson, cashier of the late bank, on the 
complaint of Mr. J. K. P. Carlton. Mr. Carlton had 
procurred the arrest of Mr. Patterson upon such a 
charge, and,as Mr. Carlton isa gentleman tenacious 
of his rights, and openly announcing his determin- 
ation to prosecute the case. it was be

indictment. 

The result of the grand jury’s deliberations, how- 
ever, was one of the most surprising and con- 
founding nature, They returned a special present- 
ment against Perino Brown, president, and W. H. 
Patterson, cashier, for embezzlement and larceny 
after trust delegated, being a joint indictmentjof 
both the parties. The bill charging these offenses 
covers nineand one-halt pages of legal cap paper, 
and sets forth the various allegations with great 
precision and formality. 

There are two counts for embezzlement in which 
itischarged that Brown and Patterson, as pres 
ident and cashier respectively of said bank, did, 
on the 18th day of rt oe 1881, embezzie 
steal, secrete and fraudulently take and carry away 
of the personal goods of the Citizens’ Bank a sum 
of money, to-wit: Five hundred theusand dollars 
in United States treasury notes, national bank 
notes and gold and silver coin of the United States. 

The count for larceny after trust delegated 
charge and accuse the said Brown and Patterson 
that, having been, as president and cashier respect- 
ively of said Citizens’ bank, by it entrusted with 
certain moneys to be used in its name and for its 
behalf, they did on the 18th day of April, 1881, 
wrongfully and fraudulently convert the sum of 
five hundred thousand dollars to their own use, 
to the fraud and injury of the said Citizens’ bank. 

This bill was found true on the 6th day of this 
month, was signed by Robert Winship, foreman, 


and broughtinto court. The witnesses marked on 


the indicunent as those who will testify for the 
rrosecution, are L. J. Hill. W.S8. Thomson, H,. C. 
loaner Jobn II. James, W. D. Grant. 
b. if Moore, ‘Tom (rrant, (colored, ) 


R. H. Knapp, W. A. Hemphill and Henry scott. 
All of the above named were not examined before 
the grand jury, but are expected to be called before 
the jury that maa try either or both of the cases. 

The record of the finding of this bill was not 
made upon the minutes of the court until 
yesterday because the grand jury had 
not eoncluded its work upon the Citizens’ 
bank affairs. in the meantime it was hoped that 
the grand jury would be found willing, in some 
degree, to modify its findings, or at least in the case 
of Patterson, relieve him entirely. But on Friday, 
when the grand jury reassembled, an effortin favor 
of a reconsideration of the finding was rejected and 
the indictment left to stand as originally presented. 

Itisstated that Mr. Patterson earnestly desired 
to go before the grand jury and in persou make to 
them a statement of his connections and know!l- 
edge with reference to all questioned transactions 
of the bank from the time he became its cashier up 
to the date of its failure. The grand jury, how- 
ever, refused to hear Mr, Patterson or receive from 
him any statement. 

Itixsaid they were legally advised that if twelve 
of theirnumber, bcing # majority, desired to hear 
Mr, Patterson it would be proper for them to do 
so. As only asmall fraction of that number signi- 
fied a desire tohave him make his proposed state- 
ment, he wasnot permitted to appear bofore them. 
This reveling of the grand jury does not accord 
with a dietnm pronounced from the bench of Ful- 
ton superior court several years ago by Judge John 
W. Hf. Underwood, then presiding here temporarily. 
He said toa grand jury making inquiry ef him in 
open court that it Was not only their duty to hear 
when he 


the party proposed to be’ accused, 
had knowledge of that fact, but it 
was as much their sworn duty to sub- 


poena and examine witnesses in his behalf as to do 
soon behalf of the state. In other words, he held 
that, as their oath bound them ‘‘to diligeutly in- 
quire and true presentment make,”’ they could not 
refuse to hear any testimony calculated to throw 
light upon a suspected transaction and that would 
lend them to make a true finding, 

It is strongly intimated by his friends, whoare 
supposed to know fully the situation, that had Mr. 
Patterson been allowed to go betore the grand jury 
and make a statement, he would have satisfactorily 
cleared Upall suspicious against himself and shown 
that he was not wuilty of any of the acts charged 
against him. Itis believed by them that he would 


have told the whole truth to. the 
jury, atwhetever sacrifice of pride-and defiance 
aud placed “them in possession of the facts that 
rand lead tothe unravelling of every mystery 


io surround the affairs of the bank. 
As he was denied the privilege of «doing this it is 
Claimed that he cunnnot well do otherwise now than 
| hold his peace until called to answer in the trial 
of the cases rande ayvainst him 

The amount alleged to have been embezzied, viz: 
five hundred thousand dollars, is an astonishing 
latter jn theeyes of the communnhy. The truth is 
that the sum thus alleged isintended to represent 
the entire amount of money lost to depositors by 
the failure of the bank. Whatever sum may be 
proven on the trial, if any is proven to have 
been eindbezzled = or ennversed will doubt- 
less fall far below the sum named in the bill. As 
it stands thisindictment is for the largest sum of

Neither Mr. Brown nor Mr. Patterson will develop 
anything concerning these bonds, and for that ac- 
count the indicunent for embezzlingsaid amount of 
bonds is preferred. 


The ubove two indictments are in 
addition to two indictments for Viola-

least pardonable to suppose that they shaded and 
colored the letters with all the coquetry of the art. 
Kven the cuneiform inscriptions on the sun dried 
bricks of Assyria bear testimony to the fact that 
the scrivener’s art had its niceties thousands of 
years ago, and through the ages the correspen- 
dence of mankind has been increas- 
ing witness to the growth of decorative art 
When Cicero seribbled ong of those remarkable lit- 
tle notes of his to his friends it is quite certain that 
the wax tablet had a curious border worked by a 
cunning artisan. it would rejoice the heart of an 
antiquary to see one of the menus of Lucullus, 
whose little feeds cost thousands, From their day 
to ours the process has been gradual, but epistolary 
eorrespoudence has always been a peculiar field 
for decorative art. Missives bound with silken

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DANGEROUSLY WOUNDED, 
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An Unknown Negro Empties His Pocket Plece 

Mr. George Crawford,an employe of the Central 
railroad, was shotand dangerously wounded by an 
unknown negro man at the Mitchell street crossing 
lust night about 11 o'clock.

While this difficulty was going on, the other negro 
ran up to Mr, Crawford, and placing a pistol close 
to his neck fired, andthen the two negroes ran. 
The muzzle of the pistol was only a few inches 
from Mr. Crawford's neck when it was discharged, 
and the ball iost none of its force before it struck 
him Suiking the windpipe, it passed clean 
through, and ranging to the right 
lodged, it is thought, near the right shoul- 
der. After being shot Mr. Crawford walked to the 
depot building, where he waited until a carriage 
could be procured, when he was taken to his home 
at the corner of Mangum and Mitchell streets, Dr.

The Late Terrible Explosion Near Elberton—The 
South Georgia Methodist Conference-~The

E.eecros, December ¥.—Yesterday about 1 o clock 
in the afternoon a loud noise was heard here, and 
minutes a messenger arrived with the in- 
formation that the boiler at the gia house and saw- 
millof Mr. William B. Jones, situated about one 
mile east of this place, had exploded, killing a lit 
tle son of Mr. Jones, Drs. A.C. and D. A. Mathews, 
accompanied by a number of citizens, hastened to 
the spot. Arriving there, a horrible scene met their 
Little Clifford, a bright and beautiful boy 
ibout eight years old, second son of Mr. Jones, was 
‘tanding somewhere near the furnace when the ex 
plesion occurred, It that one of the iron 
doors of the furnace struck his neck and cut his 
head smooth off at his shoulders. His body was 
hiown about fifteen feet from where he was stand- 
iugand his head about forty yards farther. An 
other little son of Mr. Jones escaped death it seems 
almost miraculously. He was standing nearer the 
engine than the one that was killed. He received 
an ugly cut on the head, which at first was thought 
to be fatal, but was afterward found to be only a

flesh wound, 
running the engine at the time, had one arm and 
both legs terribly mangled, besides being badly 
sealded.

A horrible tragedy was enacted a few nights since 
in Chambers county, Ala., which exceeds anything 
we have chronicled. Willie McCann keeps a store 
and sleeps there at night. The morning of the 8th 
a negro went to the store, and, suspicioning that 
something was wrong, went baek to get a gentle- 
man living near to go with him to investigate the 
matter. On returning to the store they founda 
large club and splots of biood en the floor. A 
search revealed the fact that the young man had 
been murdered, and he was found dead on the 
floor with the blood yet warm in his veins. His 
throat was cut from ear to ear and his head was 
beaten intoa jelly. The news of the horrible deed 
soon spread. A knife was found near the body of the 
“fortunate young man, apd it was covered with 
bleod. The knife was at once recognized as the 

woperty of Charlies Grifffm,a negro boy, who was 

rrested. He discla Ving anything to do 
with the murder, but said that he had luaned his 
knife to Bob Young, another negro, and that he did 
the killing. He also stated that Bob had given him 
a& partof the money that was stolen, and thiut he 
had put undera rock about two or three \miles 
from the place.. He was carried to the spot. and on 
overturning the rock ‘tthe money was found and 
identified. Was also arrested, and both of 
them placed in the jail at LaFayette. 
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bevrond the power ef human agency to avert the 
calamity. The whole West side of the principal 
business street was within two or three hours a 
smouldering bank of ashes. The general opinion 
is that the fire was the work of an pmggeengpene! fu he 
fire originated in Summer’s gallery, up stairs over 
Hayne’s store, and both the gentlemen who occu- 
pied the building say there had been no 
fire in the house on the previous day;

Vaughn was oa the east de, his entire stock was 


also consumed, loss 8600, building $400. Dr. Mitch- 
ell's office, with a large lot of drugy, 
was destroyed, also with his stable, 
buggy and harness, loss v0. George PP. 
Estes s stock-was nearly all saved, but greatly dam- 
aged by the rain. He had $1,000 insurance, which 
will probably cover the loss. The store occupied 
by Estes belonged to W. G. B. Hosch, and wus 
worth $800—no insurance. They nb yop the Wil- 
lingham building, which was insured, and worth 
$1,500. Messrs. Boring & Mahatfey saved nearly all 
of their goods, but they were greatly damaged. 
Their stock was from $2,500 to $3,000—31,000 insu- 
rance on stock. The building belonged to them, 
and was worth $800—insured for $250. The house 
in rear of B. & M.’s store was destroyed, worth 3600. 
This, of course, is only a rough estimate, hurriedly 
gleaned from such sources as have been ut our com- 
mand. The losses may be much more—we trust 
they are less,

In Which He Considers Things in General. 
Written for The Constitution. 

Christmas is at hanud,and no winter to speak 

yet; no cold rains or howling winds; no heavy 

drains upon the farmer’s small store of corn and 

provender. is kind, notevithstanding 


the short crops, and opr people are hopeful of get- 
ting through the winter and starting anew at plant- 
ing time. Poor people saw x hard struggle ahead, 
aud the good man was gloomy and sad when he 
thought of the lack of means to keep wife and chil- 
dren from wantand the wolf from the door. ‘The 
poor get more sympathy than help, agd have long 
since learned to do without when they cannot buy. 
Merchants and guano men don’t know what con- 
tending forces have worked_upon the farmer’s mind 
aud what sacrifice of comfort he has had to make to 
pay foradvances—how he has got to pinch himself 
und his familg, and even his stock, to struggle 
through the winter that is yettocome. But after 
all there seems to be a deliverance not counted on, 
for here are the iron works and manganeese works 
and the car factory and the saw millsand the new 
railroads that want labor and teams and pay good 
prices, and our people are going to them from all 
directions. The cur factory at Cartersville has 
one hundred and fifty hands and turns out 
thirty cars a week. ‘Ihe manganeese mines give 
employment toas many more and there are hun- 
dreds atthe furnaces.. The thirty-four steam saw 
millsin the county of Polk have not less than five 
hundred hands. Mr. West's railroad increases its 
force al) the time as it increases its business, and 
from my observation is the best paying road in the 
state and about the best managed. Then there are 
the copper mines near Kockmart that. help out 
amazingly, for they employ lots of men and sixty 
mules, und have just built the biggest stable I ever 
saw. But the biggest thing of all is Mr. Cole's rail- 
road from Rome to Atlanta, which feeds and pays 
directly and indirectly at least two thousand peo- 
ple. Besides the grading that is going 
ou there ure SCOres of countrymen 
getting crossties and timber for bridges and 
trestles and stone for eulverts. All along the line 
l see the natives at work cutting stocks and hauling 
them. i hear the sound ofa thousand axes cutting 
and hewing crossties. see the humble farmers 
hauling them down steep hills and mountain sides 
where a4 wagon couldent go.

Itisa good thing for Bob but mighty hard 
on the rest of the family In this portion of 
the vineyard there are fifty consumers to one man- 
ufacturer, and it seems to me the majority ought 
to have the most consideration.

I was 
a-thinking of the days when we used to wear coun- 
try jeans and home-made shoes and wool hats and 
drank water out of a clean gourd instead of a silver 
dipper, and sat in split-bottom chairs—the best 
chair in the world—and lived in houses we were 
notafraid of. Ido hate to be afraid of a house when 
I] go in it. I was thinking of the times when 
the boys went to mill and chopped the fire-wood 
and wore home-made galluses and made balls out 
ofold rubber shoes and played marbles without 
fudging and called up doodle bugs out 
of their sand holes. boys now. are 
too smart for the of that. They 
know more than we know, and by the time they 
are grown they will know it all and quit. Jesso. 
But still lam hopeful. Thereis always some good 
seed in the basket, and may be the old stock wont 
run out entirely.
